Decision  Reserved  in  the  Csae  in 
Chancery  Between  Glen  Bidge  and 
Bloomfield  About  the  Water  rod

The  demurrer  ob  behalf  of  the  bor¬ 
ough  of  Gleu  Ridge  to  tbe  two  bill* 
fur  iojuuction  filed  by  the  township 
of  Bloomfield,  to  restrain  the  borough 
from  using  the  water  and  sewer  sys¬ 
tems  in  the  borough,  was  argued  be¬ 
fore  Vice-Chancellor  Reed  on  Tues¬ 
day.  After  Joseph  Coult  bad  given 
hia  reasons  why  the  bills  should  be 
dismiased,  Mr.  Gallagher,  of  Galla¬ 
gher  A  Richards,  argued  that  there 
Aaa  oo  statute  under  which  public 
improvements  could  be  divided  be 
tWeen  municipalities.  Tbe  contract 
for  water  between  Bloomfield  and  tbe 
Orange  Water  Company  gave  Bloom 
kid  full  power  to  coiitrol  tbe  water

If  each  party  hail  been  represented 
in  the  Fifty-third  Congress  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
that  party,  there  would  have  been 
153  Republicans  instead  of  127,  164 
Democrats  instead  of  218,  31  Pop¬ 
ulists  instead  of  9,  and  8  Prohibition- 
ists  instead  of  none.

had  been  such  severance,  neither 
Oomruou  law  nor  statute  gave  the 
municipality  set  off  any  title  to  prop- 
fertv  owned  by  the  original  corpora¬ 
tion. 

Mr  Gallagher  also  held  that  the 
art  of  1895,  under  which  Glen  Ridge 
claimed  authority  for  a  partition  of 
pro[jerty  ami  adjustment  of  deb'a 
-by  a  joint  meeting  with  the  township 
was  unconstitutional,  because  it  made 
■governmental  differences  a  basis  for  a 
classification  for  municipalities,  and 
because  it  excluded  certain  boroughs 
an  I  villages  of  practically  the  same 
class. 

During  Mr.  Gallagher’s  argument 
Vice-Chancellor  Reed  said  that  no 
doubt  tbe  Constitution  rneaut  that 
there  should  be  no  classification  of 
municipalities  upon  a  basis  of  govern¬ 
mental  differences,  but,  unfortunately, 
the  Supreme  Court  had  got  away 
from  the  Constitution  in  that  matter. 
"It  is  hard  to  tell  dow  what  will  be 
called  general  and  what  special  legis¬ 
lation, u  said  tbe  Vioe  Chanoellor. 

The  last  contention  of  Mr.  Galla¬ 
gher  was  that  even  if  Glen  Ridge 
were  legally  separated  from  Bloom¬ 
field,  yet  in  the  alttence  of  legislative 
enactment  the  property  of  Bloomfield 
lying  within  the  limits  of  Glen  Ridge 
still  belonged  to  Bloomfield,  and 
there  was  no  way  in  whioh  a  division 
oould  be  made.  In  reply  to  a  query 
from  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Mr.  Galla¬ 
gher  said  the  township  was  perfectly 
willing  to  permit  the  people  of  the 
borough  to  use  the  sewers,  but  want¬ 
ed  them  to  do  it  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  township.  Tbe 
principal  thing  the  people  of  Bloom¬ 
field  objected  to  was  the  carrying 
away  of  Btorm  water  by  the  sewers, 
which  was  forbidden  by  the  rules  of 
Bloomfield,  but  was  part  of  the  Glen 
Ridge  system. 

Mr.  Coult  made  a  short  rejoinder, 
in  which  fie  held  that  the  contract 
with  the  OraDge  Water  Company  was 
an  elastic  one,  expanding  and  con¬ 
tracting  with  the  limits  of  tbe  town¬ 
ship.  He  had  no  doubt  that  the 
present  Legislature  would  pass  an 
act  for  the  division  of  property  be¬ 
tween  municipalities  when  one  was 
set  off  from  the  other,  if  there  were 
not  such  an  act  in  existence  already. 
Decision  was  withheld.
